PARIS, Feb, 8—(Special cable from 
John W. Dafoe)— The task of the 
peace conference will be done in four 
stages, the first of which will be com- 
pleted when President Wilson leaves 
for Washington next Saturday. This 
is the stage of the preliminary con- 
sideration of every question to come 
before the conference, with the ap- 
pointment of committees to consider 
them exhaustively and make definite 
resolutions, 

These recommendations which will | 
occupy the next month will mark the} 
second phase of the conference, The 
resolutions will then come before the 
recommendations bureau and, after 
revision, will be considered in a geries 
of plenipotentiaries’ conferences. 

By the middle of April the confer- 
ence will be transferred into the peace 
congress by the admission of repre- 
sentatives of enemy countries. There 
is no intention to permit a prolonga- 
tion of the proceedings by re-opening 
discuésions with enemy delegates. This 
is to be an imposed peace. 

Peace Signed in May 

The conclusion of the conference 
and the signing of the peace treaty 
may be looked for about the middle of 
May. This is regarded here asa fairly 
accurate forecast. ;

DISCUSS PART 
OF CANADA IN 
EMPIRE DEFENCE 


Navy League Convention Calls 
for Action Regardless of 
Political Exigencies 


VICTORIA, B.C., Feb. 8—The Do- 
minion convention of the Navy League! 
of Canada at their meeting Saturday} 
morning went on record that the 
“Navy League of Canada is in favor of 
a naval policy for Canada which will 
have regard to the needs of the entire 
British Empire and in deciding upon 
such a_ policy, political exigencies 
should be disregarded and the opinion 
of the most eminent naval strategists 
alone considered, And the funda- 
mental idea shall be empire naval de- 
fence, that the fleet units may_be 
either acquired or built, that the Do- 
minions shall retain control of their 
ships, that there shall be a complete 
standardization of personnel, ships and 
equipment, that the whole shall be of 
the best and that in times of war all 
the fleets shall be under one supreme 
command.” 

The large sum of $900,000 will be 
eent to England in connection with 
work among the sailors and their de- 
pendents. Grants will be made to the 
dependents of seamen in Canada on 
the same basis as the men in the 
Canadian navy, The league will con- 
tinue paying these until such a time 
as merchant seamen’s pension act is 
enacted in Canada, funds permitting. 
The distribution of the fund collected 
during 1918 will be made ae follows: 

Overseas—King George fund for 
sailors £100,000; navy league overseas 
relief fund £24,000; British and for- 
eign sailors society, £5,000; seaman’s 
rest at Malta, £500; navy league ex- 
penses, London, £2,000; merchant sea- 
men’s convalescent home. Limpsfield, 
£40,000; Scottish memorial institute, 
£40,000, 

For Canadian Funds 

In Canada—Navy League Home, 
Halifax, $75,000; Navy League Home 
at Sydney, $25,000; New Brunswick 
Sallors' Institutes endowment, $55,- 
000; Port Arthur, Ont., Royal Arthur 
Sailors’ Institute, $12,000; Institutes 
at Montreal and Queec, $200,000; 
British and Foreign Sailors, $7,500; 
relief of Canadian seamen and their 


dependents, $100,000; Prince Edward 
Island Sallors’ Home, 25,000; for 
education throughout Canada, $20,- 


000, which, of course, is in addition 
to what the provinces will do them- 
selves, 

It was resolved that the council of 
the league should strongly recom- 
mend that provision be made in the 
Soldiers’ Settlement act of Canada 
that men engaged during the war in 
naval work in Canada get the equl- 
valent to that provided for soldiers 
of the Canadian epeditionary force, 
and that all men thus employed in 
the Atlantic, Pacific or overseas divi- 
sions of the R.N.C.V.R. shall be re- 
garded for this purpose as having 
been engaged in the theatre of war. 

A resolution was passed that the 
league strongly impress upon the gov- 
ernment the absolute necessity of per- 
manently maintaining the naval col- 
leges in Canada, 

Following the resognation of W. G. 
Ross as Dominion president of the) 
Navy League of Canada at the con- 
clusion of the session this morning, 
his successor, Commodore Amelius 
Jarvis, of Tornoto, in a neat and ap- 
propriate speech, presented to Mr, 
Ross on behalf of the council with a 
handsome loving cup. 

W. R. Allen, of Winnipeg, and Mrs. 
A. E. Goderham, national president, 
1.0.D.B., were elected vice-presidents. 

Honorary Secretary-Treasurer MM.

arise. The greatest danger lies in 
territorial questions. The national 
ambitions of Italy and Greece are in 
conflict regarding Albania and the 
eastern Mediterranean. Still more 
serious in its policy is the dispute be- 
tween Italy and the Jugo-Slavs over 
the eastern Adriatic shore and the 
pessession of Fiume, France's tra- 
ditional interests in Syria and Lebanon 
wii] require careful handling and there 
are possibilities of troubles in fixing 
a new eastern frontier. 
Optimistic About Settlement 

All these difficulties are included by 
the engagements entered into with one 
another by the allies during the pro- 
ceeding of the war, Each power up- 
holds its claims under war treaties 
for the purpose of bargaining. These 
questions have been discussed by the 
principals and there is an optimistic 
feeling that they will all be settled, In 
many cases, by mutual agreement, by 
the nations directly affected. 

Wilson May Return in March 

Boundary disputes between newly 
created states are not difficult because 
they will have to submit themselves 
to the decisions of the special com- 
mittees now hearing their claims, The 
Russian situation is still utterly cha- 
otic. Premier Lioyd George will re- 
turn to Paris before the end of the 
month, and meanwhile Lord Milner 
wlil represent him on the’ British 
panel. President Wilson is expected 
back the third week in March. Dur- 
ing their absence; Tne” oe Du- 
reau will continue to it, but important 
decisions will be postponed, except 
in case of emergencies, 

During this partial interruption, 
various national parliaments will be 
sitting, but it is understood it is the 
feeling of the conference that limited 
discussions in the parliaments of na- 
tional hopes and expectations might 
have a very detrimental effect upon 
the later deliberations of the confer- 
ence by putting serious difficulties in 
the way of compromises which will be 
necessary. It is stated that state- 
ments to their parliament by the 
various prime ministers will be guard- 
ed and of a general character. 


League of Nations 

Before the close of the first stage 
of the conference’ the proceedings, 
however, of the league of nations’ 
project is likely to take semi-final 
form. It is said that the special com- 
mittee will report its findings to the 
bureau conference by the middle of 
the week and that before President 
Wilson's departure there will be a 
plenipotentiary sitting of the confer- 
ence to consider them. This com- 
mittee, which has been enlarged to 19, 
in order to include representatives of 
Greece, Roumania, Poland and _ Bo- 
hemia, is sitting nightly and is said 
to have agreed upon the fundamental 
principles to underlie the league. The 
greatest secrecy prevails as to the 
character of the deliberations, but it 
is known that the proposal that the 
government body of the league shall 
comprise the five great powers and 
four chosen secondary powers has 
been adopted. The body represent- 
ing these principles will meet yearly 
or more often if needed, while there 
will be periodic conferences at which 
all the members of the league will 
be represented, 

The league of nations will be made 
one of the peace terms and it will 
take charge of the work of carrying 
out the conditions of that treaty. It 
is known that President Wilson is de- 
termined to take home with him a 
fairly complete draft of the whole 
proceedings of the conference. The 
coming week will be of exceptional 
importance and interest. 


NINE SOLDIERS

LONDON, Feb. 8.—-A war office 
statement explaining the disorders 
among the soldiers saya: . 

“There was an accumulation of 11,- 
000 men in London owing to a one- 
day delay in the channel crossing 
through bad weather, Nine thou- 
sand men were despatched early to- 
day, Of these about 250 made a 
demonstration and nine of the ring- 
leaders were arrested for insubordina- 


tion, while the others were sent to 
France. 
“General Sir William Robertson 


(commander of the forces in Great 
Britain) has been instructed to ar- 
range ‘so that all, men detained 
through weather or strike hereafter 
shall be provided with food and quar- 
ters and furnished with five shillings 
a day additional compensation.”

REGINA, Sask., Feb. 9.—Mayors of 
Alberta and Saskatchewan in conven- 
tlon here on Saturday took the posi-

“Whereas, we view with alarm the 
growing feeling of discontent among 
labor and returned and returning men; 
and, 

“Whereas, we further point out that 
this will be a medium of dealing with 
and settling our alien problems; and, 

“Whereas, we further maintain that 
it is not the duty of the western cities 
to bear the burden of providing and 
finding employment for the ex-soldiers 
and laboring men generally who na- 
turally centre in western cities; and, 

“Whereas, we point out that the 
enlistment from Western Canada was 
very heavy, the Dominion government 
should give the west every and special 
consideration by providing an ade- 
quate program of taking care of all 
ex-soldiers living and coming to the 
western provinces; and, 

“Whereas, it should also be noted 
that every indication points to this 
fact, that many ex-soldiers who did 
not originally enlist from the Western 
provinces will locate In the West and 
will beeome part of the population of 
the Western provinces; and, 

“Whereas, the Dominion govern- 
ment has not up to this date made any 
definite pronouncement of an ade- 
quate policy for the West; 

“Therefore, a committee be - 
pointed to visit Ottawa at once 
get in touch with the ministery to 
learn definitely what the Dominion

Resolution by Pres. Wilson for 


Assigning Questions to Special 
Bodies Endorsed 


PARIS, Feb. 8.—The supreme war 
council continued its discussion of the 
terms for a renewal of the armistice 
today. The following official com- 
munication, with respect to the nego- 
tiations, was issued this afternoon: 

The supreme war council met this 
afternoon from three to five o'clock 
at the Quai D'Orsay. The discussion 
of the terms of the renewal of the 
armistice was continued. The fol- 
lowing resolution, proposed by Presi- 
dent Wilson, was approved: 

“First—Under present conditions 
many questions not primarily of mill- 
tary character, which are arising daily 
and which are bound to become of in- 
creasing importance as time passes, 
should be dealt with on behalf of the 
United States and the Allies by clvil- 
ian representatives of these govern- 
ments in such questions—finance, 
food, blockade control, shipping and 
raw materials, 

“Second—To accomplish this, there 
shall be constituted at Paris a eu- 
preme economic council to deal with 
such matters for the period of the 
armistice. The council shall absorb 
or replace all such other existing tn- 
ter-allied powers, as it may determine 


from time to time. The economic 
council shall consist of not more 
than five representatives of edch 


interested government. 
“Third—There shall be added to 
the present international 
armistice commisison two 
representatives of each 
who shall consult with the Allied high 
command, but who may report direct 
to the supreme economic council.” 
The next meeting will take place 
Monday at 3 o'clock in the afternoon.

Germans Defy Foch Regarding 
- Evacuation of Poland--Hold 
Army Ready for Invasion 


Supreme War Council Declared Determined to Compel Germany to 
Carry out Armistice Clauses—Likely to Impose Conditions 
That Will Remove Menace—May Occupy Danzig 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—(British Wireless)—When the supreme in- 
| ter-Allied war council met in Paris today, one of the questions which 
| it diseussed was the gravity of the relations between Germany and 
Poland, according to dispatches from Paris.

Cold Weather of Past Week is | 


Thought to be 


Winter’s Extreme 


To date this has been the finest win- 
ter in Edmonton, There have been 


winters with lees snow, but there 
never has been a winter with such 
periods of high temperature a 


without serious cold dips or storr 
‘petween, 

November, December and January 
were alike throughout Snow enoug 
for sleighing fell in mid-December. 
This has been reinforced from time 
to time so that there is plenty of 
snow outside the city for all purposes 
of winter teaming, while at the 
same time autos have been running 
freely almost ali the time, January 
was as fine throughout as December 
and November, and many people were 
under the impression that with the 
longer sunshine February must be as 
mild or milder. But the record is 
that a mild January is often suc- 
ceeded by a cold February, In 1893 
the month of January was very fine, 
as was tho previous part of the win- 
ter. But the first nine days of Feb- 
ruary were probably the longest con- 
tinuous period of severe cold with ae- 
vere storm that Edmonton ever ex- 
perienced. The remainder of the 
winter was very fine. From Feb, 1st 
to 9th, inclusive, the thermometer 
was never above zero, and generally 
ranged from 20 to 65 below with a 


high and ‘no‘st wind. It was a epell 
of weather that no one who experi- 
enced it will ever forget. 

February, 1919, opened with a dis- 
tinct drop in temperature, and Bun- 
day was slightly stormy, Since Bun- 
day the 2nd the weather has been the 
coldest of the winter, but there has 
been no wind and the sun bas shone 
brilliantly every day, The thermom- 
eter did not go very low but on the 
other hand it seemed almost unable 
to climb above zero until today, It is; 
probable that ihe cold dip Is over and 
that we have seen the jast severe wea- 
ther of the season.

It is not so much because 
the striker cannot actually pay 
the inereased cost of living out of 
his earnings as it is because the 
cost of living has been inereased 
by strong arm methods, especial- | 
ly of the food combine. Having | 
felt the effect of strong arm 
methods in what he must buy if 
he would live, he naturally turns 
to strong arm methods to enhance 
the price of what he has to sell, 
namely, his labor. If the profit-| 
eer who sells the first necessity of 
labor, namely, food, can increase | 
the price to the consumer by) 
strong arm methods—and _ get 
away with it—the logic of the sit- 
uation is that the man who has 
only his labor to sell is ineited by 
that example to use like methods 
to increase the price of his labor. 
The going rate for labor at the 
moment, or the going rate for food 
and other supplies at the moment | 
is not the point. ‘The point is that | 
the laboring man has been strong- 
armed by the profiteer and he 
proposes to pass the buck, so to 
speak, to the employer of labor 
by strong-arming him. 

The cost of food is the founda- 
tion question in the cost of labor. 
The employer of labor cannot be 
indifferent to the cost of the food 
which enables the: men employed 
by him to ‘‘earry on.’’ With 
fully 90 per cent of the dwellers 
in towns the margin between 
earnings and cost of living is very 
narrow. It would be folly for an 
employer to think that men can 
or will work at the same wages 
when costs of living are high as 
where they were low if they can 
avoid it. An ideal condition 
would be a readjustment of the 
seale of wages to correspond with 
the important fluctuations in the 
cost of living. Unfortunately that 
solution of the problem was not 
applied in time. While the ma- 
tions were in the agony and hys- 
teria of the world war, and while 
the call to save was most insist- 
ent, the profiteers were piling up 
larger and larger profits through 
greater and greater increases in 
the cost of food. Every increase 
was justified on the plea that it 
was because of war exigency or 
war scarcity. Of course there 
were increases from these causes. 
But the proven fact is that in large 
measure the inereases represented 
war profits, not war necessities. 
Recognized authority did not pro-| 
tect the people from this exploit- 
ation. It could have done so, It 
should have done so. But it did 
not. And now, when the war has 
ceased, when the facts are known, 
when a fall in the price of raw 
materials is not followed by a cor- 
responding drop in the price of 
the finished product, what won- 
der is it that strong-arm methods 
which inereased the price of food 
without regard to right or justice 
should be followed by strong arm 
methods to inerease the price of 
labor; possibly with as little re- 
gard to right or justice. 

The man who has something to 
lose is the man who above all oth- 
ers cannot afford to commit or 
permit injustice against his fellow

citizen. Justice is the foundation 
of law and order. When the 
foundation is pulled away the 


structure falls, The present wreck 
of law and order in 80 many 
places is because constituted au- 
thority has during recent years 
been too often exercised in other 
interests than those of justice or 
has failed to protect the individ- 
ual citizen against injustice. If 
constituted authority does not 
protect the individual the tenden- 
cy of the time is for him to pro- 
teet himself—or take measures 
that ostensibly have that object.

‘‘Settlement’’ by Negotiation 


News comes from Ottawa that 
the government has finally decid- 
ed to do something with the sol- 
dier settlement scheme, The some- 
thing unfortunately is not to put 
the soldiers who want to go upon 
land in a position to obtain land 
immediately, or at any known or 
definite time. All the settlement, 
it appears, that has yet been ar- 
rived at is the appointment of a 
lawyer whose business is to start 
negotiations looking to the com- 
pletion of an arrangement between 
the Dominion Government and the 
various provincial governments 
“for the securing or putting to 
‘‘nse in the interests of the sol- 
‘“diers any suitable provincial 
‘lands or privately owned lands.”’ 
How long these negotiations are 
liable to be protracted, and what 
is the nature of the object of the 
arrangement being sought, is not 
intimated. 

Either it is necessary to the car- 
rying out of the settlement scheme 
that the proposed arrangements 
with the provincial governments 
be made, or it is not necessary. | If 
it is necessary, then the Dominion 
authorities have lost four years 


during which they have been car- | 


rying on their negotiations so as 
to have the arrangements complet- 
ed and the land available when 
the returned men, Now that thou- 
sands of the men have returned, 
and thousands more are returning 
every week, and with seeding time 
two months away, it is announced 
that a go-between has finally been 
selected to start this indetermin- 
ate process of negotiations, which 
is supposed to some time result in 
some sort of arrangement between 
the provincial and Dominion au- 
thorities, as a result of which some 
soldiers may some how get some 
land somewhere. 


Some Figures. 


Those who have been telling us 
that whisky is a cure for the ’flu, 
and that the ravages of the dis- 
ease in Canada were largely due 
to the difficulty in obtaining sup- 
plies of liquor, will have to explain 
the fact that in the six weeks 
period from October Ist, 3,145 
people died of the disease in Mon- 
treal and 1,186 in Toronto.

The Reconstruction Question. 


When the war began and the 
call came for volunteers, despite 
the fact that men offered in great- 
er numbers than could be handled, 
over the country ap- 
pointed themselves unofficial re- 
eruiting agents for the purpose of 
coaxing or coercing men into the 
army. Methods were employed in 
some places, and toa greater or 
lesser extent generally, which 
were forceful rather than consid- 
erate. Men of apparent military 
age and physical qualifications 
were squeezed out of positions, so- 
cially ostracized, sneered at and 
scolded, and any and every other 
coercive measure available—short 
of an Act of Parliament—was em- 
ployed to get civilians into khaki. 

Now these men are coming back, 
some of them crippled for life, 
some of them uninjured, and all 
looking for an opportunity to earn 
an honest and independent living. 

Candidly, are the people in ques- 
tion expending as much energy in 
the task of helping the returned 
soldier back into civilian life as 
four years ago they were expend- 
ing in the task of getting civilians 
into the army? 

If not, does not the difference 
between the enthusiasm of four 
years ago and the indifference of 
today savor somewhat of ingra- 
titude? 


Under International Supervision. 


The arrangement adopted by 
the peace conference for the ad- 
ministration of conquered territor- 
ies appears to be, in general terms, 
that these territories are not to be 
administered at the discretion and 
on the responsibility of the nations 
whose armies have conquered and 
occupied them, but are to be ad- 
ministered by these nations under 
the supervision of the League of 
Nations. It is to be supposed the 
primary object is to make certain 
that the native races in the former 
German colonies and in the Turk- 
ish territory shall be governed for 
their own good, and not for pur- 
poses of exploitation by financial 
and commercial interests of the 
governing nations, 

In so far as Great Britain is con- 
cerned the allegation of the neces- 
sity of any such arrangement con- 
veys an insult by inference, Great 
Britain does not need to learn how 
to govern native races from any 
international council, and native 
races under British administration 
do not require the paternal super-

necessity of the case that the rul- 
ing authority must have freedom 
and power to adopt n eans to ends 
in an innumerable number of ways 
and situations which cannot be 
foreseen, If the League of Na- 
tions in its supervisory capacity 
limits itself to forbidding the em- 
ployment of unduly harsh meth- 
ods in the treatment of natives, 
and inside that boundary of au- 
thority leaves the mandatory pow- | 
ers free to exercise initiative and | 
control without interference, it} 
will accomplish the maximum of 
good with the minimum of harm.

STARVING GERMANY? 
New York Tribune— 

An American officer, writing from 
Oberka!l, Germany, under date of De- 
cember 18, says:— 

“The thing of all things that has 
impressed me is the condition here 
We have just left France. We have 
been in the peaceful parts of France 
and in the war zone, but here in Ger 
many in every household there is 
more food than anywhere we have 
been In France. Here they have chick- 
ene, eggs, milk, cows, horses, butter 


and cheese, and everything desirable, 
except the ration ariicles, which are 
bread, flour and sugar. They have a 
kind of sugar, and they have any 
quantity of fairly good beer and 
Rhine wine. Every household here 
has a cellar full of preserves and afl 
sorts of luxuries such as France h 
not even seen for four years, The 
Germane are living better than you, 
and have been throughout the war. 
Pork is cheaply served at all restaur- 
ants, es are also beef and milk. The 
children, unlike those of France, are 
fat and healthy looking. They all 
seem to be well clothed and well shod. 
There is a fair quantity of wood and 
an abundance of briquetted coal which 


}is good enough for use even in peace 
| times,”

GOVT, OPERATION OF .RATWAYS, 


From Speéch by Pres. tty, of the 
Cc. PRP. R. 

“To argue from the experience of 
old countries, where civil service ob- 
tains a much better share of the am- 
bitious young men than in Canada, or 
to argue from the alleged success of 
comparatively local affairs, or govern- 
ment organizations dominated by ex- 
ceptional personalities, is unfair—not 
to the railways, but to the country 
which has so much at stake in this 
issue. The solution finally adopted in 
the United States will be of inestim- 
able value to Canada. Meantime, too, 
the experience which Canada will now 
have of the present newly organized 
government system will demonstrate 
many things. It will indicate very 
largely the general nature of the re- 
sults we may hope to secure from an 
extension of the system. 

“For the moment, therefore, I think 
we can say with absolute certainty 
that until we know more about gov- 
ernment operation in Canada and the 
United States, we should not embark 
upon permanent policies; because to 
do so without the advantage of this 
information—information available in 
due time—would be to my mind the 
height of folly.”
